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SENATOR CUDABACK: One minute.

SENATOR BEUTLER: .._let me tell you, you will have constituents
all over the place on your case making reductions at this late
hour on this year"s budget on this scale. So I would recommend

that you not do that. We are not in a situation as we had in
the mid-1980s when we had the farm crisis and we didn"t have
another year or two to even things out. We still have

$78 million in the reservefund. We still have the hope that
the revenues will not further decline but may even off or even
increase somewhat the nextyear. We are not 1iIn an emergency
situation by any means . So it seemed to us that the better
course was to take this immediate action this year, try to
restore things next year if increased...

SENATOR CUDABACK:  Time.

SENATOR BEUTLER: ...-revenues occurred again but, In any event,
deal with next year next year. We may have some hard decisions
to make next year, and if we do, that"s...

SENATOR CUDABACK: Time, Senator Beutler.
SENATOR BEUTLER: ...the way it will have to be.

SENATOR CUDABACK: Thank you, Senator Beutler. Senator
Wehrbein, on your amendment to the committee amendments.

SENATOR WEHRBEIN: Mr. President, members of the body, 1 should
have probably put the committee name, this is actually a
committee amendment. It"s not mine alone. It was a vote, 1
forgot what the vote was, 1 think it was five, one, because we
only had six there Friday afternoon, but this 1is not my
amendment alone. I turned it in with my name on it, but I want
you to understand this was a committee decision. I hope there
is a responsible vote on this. 1"m beginning toget somewhat
concerned. | ask you if you are thinking about this to look at
page 22 and tell me where we would start tocut $60million out
of page 22, starting at the top. And I want you to look down
and I"ve named the most biggest, the largest ones.
